They are charged with forcing 


a 16-year-old white girl from a 
parked car on a North Little Rock 
lovers' Jane and raping her last 
March u. 


The four motions overruled were 


to transfer the trial to federal 
court, to quash the charge because 
there was no preliminary hearing 
or grand jury investigation, to 
quash the jury panel on grounds 
that Negroes are excluded, from 
it, and to invalidate the state rape 
law because only Negroes are ex- 
ecuted for raping white women. 


County, jury commissioners test- 


ified that Negroes are not excluded 
from juries and that panels are 
selected from the telephone direc- 
tory and city directory and check 
against poll tax receipt books. 


The jury panel includes eight
